Our knowledge of them, 
therefore, excited special attention in that 
part of the South and elsewhere, and we have 
been in receipt of numerous communications of 
a varied character in regard to it ever since. 

It was evident from the firet that there were 
pecaliar circumstances surrounding the affair. 
Che comparative secresy in which a murder, 
apparently so cold blooded and causeless, had 
been kept from the scrutiny of the world beyond 
the limited locality of its perpetration was, to 
say the least, a singular feature. Of course the 
facte were entirely known in that community, 
and that the crime was held in proper detesta- 
tion by the most intelligent and respectable 
Citizens was sufficiently indicated by the corre- 
spondence we received in regard to it. 

In our correspondent’s letter describing the 
case, published at the time referred to, the 
desperate efforts of the murderer and his friends 
to cover up and shield him from ita just conse- 
quences were distinctly set forth, and, at the 
same time a fear was expressed that these efforts 
were only too likely to be successful. 

Still, no little reliance was stated to be felt 
ia the determination of the father of the mur- 
dered young man, who was represented as being 
possessed of means and influence, to put forth 
every endeavor to bring the heartless slayer of 
his son to justice. 

Recently, however, we received from another 
correspondent a communication, which appears 
in another column of this issue, which puts an 
entirely different face upon the matter, and one 
that holds forth brighter prospects for the mur- 
derer than his most sanguine backers could have 
anticipated at the time to which we refer.

The impostor is descrited as large and masculine 
looking, but the wife says she is as perfectly 
formed a woman as ever lived, and wore an under 
vest of stout cloth tightly laced across the bust 
to conceal the outlines of her form. At last the 
‘‘busband’s ” vigilance relaxed, and one day, 
while she was on a business trip at a distance, 
the ‘wife ” escaped, and the scandal consequent 
upon the astounding revelations made by her has 
convulsed this town and vicinity.

A Beantifal But Plucky Widow 
Fatally Shoots an Importunate 
Midnight Caller--Both Sides of a 
Queer Story. 

(Subject of Illustration. }

Axron, O., May 37.—A most mysterious shoot- 
ing affray occurred at Doylestown, Wayne county, 
a little village ten miles from this city, on Friday 
evening, 17th inst. Benton Barkhamer, the 
victim, is a man about thirty-six years of age, 
well appearing and bearing an irreproachable 
character. He was employed as peddiler for;an 
Akron firm, and made a weekly business trip to 
the vicinity of Doylestown. 

Mrs. Mary Howe, who committed the deed, is 
@ widow of no common beauty, and possesses an 
Utidsual amount of nerve. She is tall and grace- 
fal, and about thirty-five years of age. She has 
been acquainted with Barkhamer for over twenty 
years, and the two were great friends in their 
‘youth. Barkhamer made a sworn statement, in 

which he averred that, having sold Mrs. Howe 
some glassware recently, on which she owed a 
balance, she told him to call for it before he went 
home on Saturday evening. He did call, rapped 
en the door and was answered by Mrs. Howe, 
from up-stairs, that she would be down in a few 
minutes. He also stated that, calling at Mrs. 
Howe’s residence on & previous evening, he 
heard voices which he recognized as Mrs. Howe's 
and Wesley Galehouse’s. 

WHEN HE RAPPED THEY BECAME SILENT. 

He was not admitted and went away. On the 
fatal evening, he states, Mrs. Howe finally came 
down-stairs and rattled one of the doors, to 
which he then went, when she removed to a 
window and rapped on that. Barkhamer went 
there; Mrs. Howe raised the window curtain. 

Barkhamer said, ‘‘ Mary, don’t you know me?” 

She dropped the curtain, stepped back a 

moment, then returned, raised the curtain 

again, fired at him and ran up-stairs. 

Barkhamer said to your correspondent that he 
believed Wesley Gale- 
house did the shoot- 
ing. He was very low 
when he made his 
swern statement; said 
that he had told all he 
knew about the mat- 
ter and that he ex- 
pected to answer to 
his God. - 

Mrs. Howe, being 
interviewed, said that 
she had known Bark- 
hamer ever since he 
was a child, and that 
nothing was due him 
for the glassware as 
hestated. Sheastated 
that he was drunk on 
the afternoon that the 
goods were sold to 
her, and that he told 
her he would call on 
that evening. She re- 
plied that he could 
not come, and if he 
did she would shoot 
him. 

On being asked con- 
cerning the shooting 
she replied as follows: 
“I was up-stairs in

There is one man in 
this community who figures so prominently that, 
from precedents established, it is certain that no 
Grand Jury can be called that will find an indict- 
ment against anybody that we might complain 
of or that might be bound over by our Justice.

Fremont, Ohio, May 28.—The following addi- 
tional particulars in regard to the shocking case 
of attempted wholesale poisoning of the family 
of her alleged paramonr, with which Miss Etta 
Smith, a school teacher of this place, is charged, 
as previously noted in the Gazettr, are given by

Miss Smith’s face has been described as ‘‘ not 
handsome,” which is true enough, and yet her 


face is not repulsive. 
Her eyes are large 
and deep blue and 
very prominent, and 
their lids at present 
red and swollen.

Her lips are thin and 
almost transparent 
and but partly cover 
her front teeth, giving 
her a atranuge ap- 
pearance.

ARLINGTON, Ill., May 27.—-This place was last 
evening the scene of one of the most shocking 
tragedies that has startled citizens of Bureau 
county for a number of years. 
Samuel Kearney has lived here for several years. 
He never attracted any particular attention, and 
was neither in his habits nor in looke, anything 
beyohd the common run of villagers. For along 
time he had been a constant attendant at the side 
of Mrs. Elizabeth Shehan, daughter of a re- 
spected citizen, Judge Cullenbine. Mrs. Shehan 
had left her husband some six years since, and 
with her two little boys had taken up her resi- 
dence and 

MADE HER HOME WITH HER FATHER. 
The attentions which Kearney paid to Mrs. She- 
han of course attracted considerabie attention, 
and it was generally supposed that the two would 
sooner or later be married. Indeed gossips had 
even set the day for that event. Judge Cullen- 
bine did not take a fancy to Kearney, and fre- 
quently told his daughter she must have nothing 
to do with him. Of late he has done little or 
nothing but hang around the house, although in- 
formed by the judge that his company was not 
desired. He demanded on one or two occasions 
_within a week to see Mrs. Shehan, saying he 
knew he was welcome where she was, that she 
had not gone back on him, and that he intended 
to have her in spite of the old man. However, 
these troubles have been kept within the family, 
and even the nearest neighbors were not aware 
that anything was going wrong. On Saturday 
night Kearney called at Judge Cullenbine’s 
house and 
ASKED TO REMAIN ALL NIGHT. 
Judge Cullenbine answered him firmly, saying 
he would do nothing of the sort. Kearney then 
weut away inan angry frame of mind, but re- 
turned yesterday, his manner being pleasant, 
and to all appearances he had forgotten all about 
the refusal of Judge Cullenbine to lodge bim the 
night before. For some reason or other— 
probably because his arrival was opportune and 
probably bevause of the well-known hospitable 
character of the Judge—Kearney was invited to 
tuke a seat at the dinner table. After partaking 
of some food he inquired where Mrs. Shehan 
was, and being informed that she was up-stairs, 
he left the table and ascended to the next floor, 
where he found her sitting. A few words passed 
between the two, she probably telling him that 
she no longer desired his com pany, when the 
REPORT OF A PISTOL WAS HEARD. 
The family were panic-stricken, and the aged 
father started for the stair-case. Coming down- 
stairs he saw his daughter, blood streaming 
from her-body, and Kearney holding her by the 
hair. He tried to prevent her from going down, 
but she pulled away from him and rau down- 
stairs, across fhe room and out to the porch, 
where she fell. Kearney followed her all this 
time, revolver in hand, and perfectly wild. The 
poor woman’s father ran to take hold of Kearney, 
put the latter pointed a pistol at him and fired, 
the ball entering his hip. The demon had not 
yet accomplished his purpose. Mrs. Sheban was 
lying on the porch unconscious, but still alive. 
He had picked off the table a carving knife, and 
with this in hand he deliberately walked out to 
where the woman lay, and cut her throat from 
ear to ear so deep that the head was 
ALMOST SEVERED FROM THE BODY. 
Then he glanced at his work and was caught 
from behind by Mrs. Cullenbine, mother of the 
murdered women. In throwing her from him 
he cut her with the knife slightly in the back of 
the neck. A barber named Chamberlain bar- 
pened to be near and attempted to interfere, but 
the murderer fired at him. He was not hurt. 
Kearney hung around the body of his victim for 
a few moments and then went to the side of the 
house, and with a razor which he drew from his 
pocket gashed at his throat in a shocking man- 
ner. In this way he severed the carotid artery ; 
then he coolly took a seat upon the porch, pulled 
off his coat and vest and gashed at his throat 
again. This time he made quick work of it and 
fell back 
DEAD ALMOST INSTANTLY.

THE CONDEMNED PRIEST. | 


Former. History of Blasius Pistorius, 
the Clergyman now under Sentence 
of Death for Murder. 


The following information concerning the early 
history of Blasius Pistoriue, the priest, now | 
under sentence of death in Norristown, Pa., for 
tbe murder of farmer Isaac Jaquette is given by 
a correspondent ot the Baltimore News, writing | 
from Lebech, Germany : 
Blasius Pistorius was born in 1831, at Saarwel- 
lingen, a large village on the road ‘rom Lebech 
to Saarloues. He belongs toa reepectable family, 
but from his early youth he displayed a strange 
unsteadiness of mind. He was by turns a farmer, | 
a miner, a school teacher, a man of business, and 
then for three yearsa soldier in the Pruesian 
army. He was about thirty years of age when 
he began his learned studies, and having gone 
through the eight classes of a German village, 
he entered the clerical seminary at Treves to de- 
vote himself to the study of philosophy and theo- 
logy for four years, at the completion of which 
in the year 1871, he received the holy order of 
priesthood. He was first appointed to a parish 
in the district of Eifel, and thence he was re- 
moved after a few months’ labors to the parish 
of Tholey, where he was stationed until he 

LEFT EUROPE FOR AMERICA. 
To give a just estimate of his character I must 
say at first he was no hypocrite, but faithful and 








perhaps over zealous—in performing his sacer- 
dotal duties. He was abstemious as to drinking 
and eating. I remember very well he refused 
even at table to drink a glass of wine.

EXECUTION OF A NOTORIOUS NEGRO MURDERER. 

MANSFIELD, Ohio, May 31._-Edward Webb, the 
negro who murdered William 8S. Finney, seventy 
years of age, near Mansfield, on the night of the 
6th of December, was executed this morning. 
At the time the murder was committed the pub- 
lic indignation was so great that Webb narrowly 
escaped lynching. He is known to have been 
guilty of many crimes, but never confessed any 
of them, and has always managed to elude jus- 
tice. He was brutal to the last degree, and fre- 
quently joked about his execution. At about 11 
o’clock a mob of about 20,000 persons, who had 
congregated to see what they could of the hang- 
ing, made a rush, overpowered the guards, 
scaled the jail yard fence, and in a few minutes 
had torn down the greater portion of the en- 
closure. Sheriff Ritchie immediately telegraphed 
to Governor Bishop, informing him of the fact, 
and saying that unless he hanged Webb publicly 
the mob would tear down the jail. The Gov- 
ernor replied, directing him to carry out the 
sentence of the law. At 12:20 p.m., Sheriff Rit- 
chie and Sheriff Gay, of Knox county, appeared 
with Webb between them. On reaching the out- 
side, Webb glanced all around with a smile on 
his countenance. The noose having been ad- 
juseted about his neck and a short prayer offered, 
the drop was sprung, and life was pronounced 
extinct ten minutes afterward.

Recently, at the Liverpool Police Court, 
Matilda Bar Ely, a young woman, evidently of 
great intelligence, sammoned her husband, 
Yasesy Bar Ely, sole proprietor of the Liverpool 
Persian Depot, for having assaulted her on the 
1ith and 22d of April. Complainant, who ap- 
‘peared to be in a weak condition, said she was 
married to the defendant about thirteen months 
ago, after having been an assistant in his shop. 
For a time he was very courteous and kind, but 
subsequently he suddenly changed and ill- 
treated her. On the 11th of April she asked him 
to allow her to go and see her mother, who was 
about sixty years of age, and then very ill, but 
he refused to grant permission. She then went 
without his consent, and on her return he put 
her down into the cellar, and beat her most 
cruelly with a large stick, which he 

‘‘ BROKE OVER HER BODY.” 
He then took the turban off his head, and, un- 
rolling the white strips of linen, he used it to tie 
her down, after having stripped off all her cloth- 
ing except her skirt and underclothes. He said 
she must remain till night, as he was not done 
with her yet. When the shop was closed, he 
came down to the cellar at twelve o’clock, and, 
after releasing her, he ordered her to go up- 
atairs to the bed-room at the top of the building. 
He there again tied her hands behind her back 
and after getting another strip of linen, he 
strapped her feet together.

Atrocious Attempt at Wife Murder.

PHILLtPsBuRG, N. J., May 27.—The quietness 
of Phillipsburg was disturbed laet night about 
eleven o’clock by the cries of murder emenating 
from the residence of Patrick Mehan, a very 
respectable citizen residing in the First ward. 
The facts are as follows: About two years ago 
his daughter Mary Jane, a bright and handsome 
young lady of eighteen summers, was married 
to a young man named Peter Youngken. Shortly 
after their marriage a child was born to them, 
and the husband abandoned his family, leaving 
his young wife to earn her own livelihood. . Her 
father took her home and provided for herself 
and child. The husband went to Howe, Texas, 
which place he was compelled to leave last fall 
for havivg shot and killed a man in a drunken 
fight. Last evening he called at the residence of 
his wife and asked to have a talk with her. He 
had been seated but a few moments when he in- 
formed his wife that he had come to take posses- 
sion of the child. She refused to give up the 
loved one, when he drew a large knife and 
throwing his wife upon the floor wasin the act 
of plunging it into her breast when her father 
seized the villain’s arm and wrenched the knife 
from his grasp. During the melee Mr. Mehan 
was severely cut about the hands. Youngken 
was arrested and locked up. 

This morning his wife made a complaint 
against him, and in default of bail he was com- 
mitted to the Warren County Jail. Much sym- 
pathy is manifested for the young wife by the 
citizens who reluctantly permitted him to be 
taken to prison without lynching him.
